Southwestern Proving Ground because 
he alleges its buildings are being con- 
structed largely of wood, while the 
Proving Ground structures at Mad- 
,15011, Ind., were built of brick, N. P 
ONenl, owner of Hope Brick com- 
pany, made public Friday an exchange 
of letters with the Arkansas delegat- 
ion in congress, Governor Homer M 
Adkins, Little Rock, and the Struc- 
tural Clay Products Institute in Wash- 
fig ton. 


In response to Mr. O'Neill's in- 


quiry, C. A. McKay of the defense 
committee of the Structural 
Clay 


Products Institute wrote trie "Hope 
brick manufacturer August 5 as fol- 
Jows:

Six com- 
panies accounted for 31 per cent of 
the supply contracts at Ihe end of 
May.

To ;m extent, of course, this con- 


centration is inevitable. Contracts are 
almost cerain in the natural course of 
things to go to industrial units in 
proportion lo their size in the field 
m which they operate. 


But it is probably time to con- 


sider whether this is in every case 
necessarily the best way. 
Smaller 


firms arc now beginning to feel the 
impact of the defense program, and 
those which have not been able to 
get orders for defense production arc 
being in many cases cut off from es- 
sential materials through the priority 
system.

Materials of which there is a short- 


age must go first, Of course, into the 
plants building the vital things like 
bombers, ships, and tanks. But Amer- 
ica must use all of her facilities. Is 
there any chance that large firms with 
vast masses of unfilled orders await- 
ing production are not turning out 
those orders as fast as they could 
if half the work were subcontracted 
Lo smaller firms ready and able to 
landle it? In some cases this must 


2 true. 
To the extent that this is true, se- 


veral bad things result: (1) The goods 
aren I produced as fast as they might 
be, because the limit on even vast 
productive facilities holds them up. 
(2) Machinery and skills available 
in small plants is not used for de- 
fense purposes, and may even be tied 
up because normal civilian production 
is impossible. 


The defense effort is so great that 


America cannot allow to lie unusued 
a single sinew of her great produc- 
tive capacity.

A SEAPORT TOWN England-When 


the S. S. Applcton was anchored at 
us berth near Stolen Island, New 
York, taking on a cargo of 
guns, 


trucks, airplane parts and medical 
supplies, Captain Pcrcival did a lot 
of things that last day. 


He went out and bought two Vir- 


ginia baked hams, a ten-pound sack 
of granulated sugar, one dozen pairs 
of silk stockings (No. 10 size) 
and 


six packages of assorted cream cheese. 
Next month was his wedding anniv- 
ersary and the wife would like these 
hmgs, he figured. 
By nine o'clock ho was back aboard 
he S. S. Applcton ready for the long 
royage home. The cargo had been 
torcd away and the hatches battened 
down two hours before. The crew was 
aboard, some below in their bunks 
and others up on deck standing in 
he cool night air watching the chunk 
ugs and ferry boats puff from Brook- 
yn to the Battery, and enjoying the 
merrily twinkling lights of Manhat- 
tan. Even if they made a safe trip 
and a quick turn-around in their 
English 
port-o-call, 
it would 
be 


much more than a month before they 
would again see city lights at night. 


The S. S. Appleton 'slipped from its 


berth and headed down river. Past 
the Statute of Liberty and on to 
Sandy Hook and then New York was

It might seem that in contrast with 


-Paul's doctrine of salvation by faith 
James, reputed to be the brother ol 
our Lord, is proclaiming the doctrine 


of salvation by works, but this is 
lot so. James, just as much as Paul, 
believes faith is the very foundation 
of Christian living and of salvation, 
fie is insistent, however, that faith 
produces the right sort of character 
;md conduct; and 
if n man's 
life 


is not characterized by Christian works 
the profession of faith is a pretense. 
So he asks very pointedly, "What 
doth it profit, my brethren, ,if a man 
say he huth faith, but have not works? 
can that faith save him?" , 


What he is saying is that such a 


man has no faith at all, for he brings 
it down io n matter of definite hu- 
man and Christian obUgntion. He.ro 
he says, is a brother or sister win 
is without, clothing and without food 
If one says to such a person, "Be 
warm and. filled," and does nothing 
to meet their need, he is certainly 
lacking in Christian works and also ii 
any real faith. 


James makes a profound plea for 
plain, honest, practical Christian liv 


ng. There ought to have been a 
;reat deal more of it in the Church 
nd in all lelationships of Christians 
vith the world' We have had no right, 
even in our thought, to separate faith 
and works. Faith is primary and 
>asic, but 
faith and works go to- 


gether, and until we relate faith to 
character and conduct wt do not come 
to understand what Christian faith is. 


James, like Paul, emphasizes the 


Fact that God is the source of all 
goodness. From 
Him comes every 


good and perfect gift, and with Him 
there is no variableness or shadow of 
turning. His love and His grace are 
abiding, and every man who in faith 
accepts the obligations of the Christ- 
ian life will find the power of G"f' 
with him to help him. 
, Our Golden Text has given us a 
concise definition of religion which 
we cannot stress loo strongly: "Pun 
religion and undefiled before our Got 
and Father is this, to visit the father 
less and widows in their affliction, 


and to keep oneself unspotted from 
the world." 


H is this sort of religion which dls- 


linguish&d the early disciples. Paul 
believed in it just as much as James, 
but the world is still run largely on. 
the basis of self-interest and not nW 
ways "enlightened" self-interest. 


True Christianity represents some- 
hing deeper and brighter. It h:v, 
iroduced humanitarian organizations 
nd movements which lift mankind to 
notives of mutual aid. This, not .selA 
ntercst, is the hope of the worlds 
'uttire.

and signaled and when a merchant 
master seemed unduly slow in re- 
sponding,

each ship watching first the sea for 
some sign of a submarine and then 
the horizon for the smoke of what 
might be a German 
surface raid- 
er.

voy plugged along, each hour bring- 
ing those munitions closer to Eng- 
land and the men closer to home. 


Attacked by German Planes 
It was early afternoon of the six- 


th day when it happened. No periscope 
broke surface and no battleship loom- 
ed on the horizon. Instead, five four- 
cngined Focke-Wulfs patroling far out 


from their se'a base in occupied France 
appeared. 
•The lookouts spotted them immedi- 
ately and then the convoy began 
to loosen, each ship racing from for- 
mation and trying to put as much 
distance as possible between itself 
and its neighbor. 


The planes continued on until they 


were over the convoy and then they, 
too, separated. Then the bombs be- 
gan dropping. Many missed, of course, 
because the barrage from the pom- 
poms of the destroyers and the Lewis 
guns of the freighters kept them suf- 
ficiently high to make spot aiming 
difficult. And, too, if they dropped 
down too low the armor plating along 
the bottom of their planes would fail 
to give protection. 
So they missed 


with many of their bombs, but did 
score twelve direct hits and the S.

71 years of the Department of Jus- 
tice have there been such long per- 
iods as the piesent when the Unit- 
ed States has had no Attorney Gen- 
eral.

The reason for President 
Roose- 


velt's long delay in naming a succes-

behalf. It is known, however, that 
McNutt doesn't want the job. Al- 
though politically ambitious, McNutt 
is said to feel that his present job 
is a better one.
